Business District (CBD), which includes Broad Street in the downtown area.

Richmond began installing pay stations in 2012 in the CBD and will have 261 operating when the current 
installations are complete.  
 
The pay stations offer a variety of options for users, including features such as Pay-By-Plate and the Passport
